The Hon. J. 
F. Rutherford, attorney-at-la’v, intro- 
dttced Pastor Russell, who said: 
f take for my text the Word of the 
la)rd through the Prophet, “Say ye 
not, A Confederacy, to all them to 
whom thi.s people shall say, A Con­ 
federacy; neither fear ye their fear, 
nor be afraid” (Isaiah viii, 12). 
The de.sirabl(*ne,s.s of oneness in the 
(Tinrch of Chri.si i.s beyond dispnte. 
The impropriety of seciarianism or 
division is now generally conceded, 
although twenty years ago many de­ 
fended the divided cond.ition of the 
church 
as 
being 
heliifnl. 
Uiey 
pointed to our Lord’s words. I am the 
Vine and ye are the branches; every 
branch in me that bearcth not fruit 
my Father, the Husbandman, taketh 
away'. 
And every branch that heareth 
fruit he prunetli, that ii may bring 
forth more fruit (.Tohn xv, 1-5). They 
claimed that the denomiations were 
the branches. 
The evident teaching 
of the Master here is that his people 
are related to him in an individual 
sense and not as parties, sects or de­ 
nominations, and that t'lry are dealt 
with from the individual standpoint 
as one church and not many. 
St. Paul enunciated the same great 
truth (I Corinthians xii, 13), declar­ 
ing that the Lord .lesns is the Head 
of the Church, which is his Body, and 
that as the human bod.v has many 
members under the ftiil control of the 
head, except when diseased, so the 
Church, as members in particular of 
the Body of Christ, are all to be sub­ 
ject to the laird as their Head. They 
are all to be so connected with their 
Head and thus with each other, that 
when 
02H? suffers, all suffer with it, 
and- when one Wfioices, 
all 
rejoice 
with it, because they all have fellow­ 
ship in the one spirit of the Head. 
Hence the eye cannot say 
to

hand, nor the hand to the 
foot, 
I 
have no need of yon, for every mem­ 
ber is neces.‘-;aiy to the prosperity ot 
the Body as a w’hole. 
And 
as

joint supports and 
strengthens 
the 
limb and is joined thereto by sinews, 
etc., so individually Gods people are 
united, to each other in riie bonds ot 
grace and truth and love. 
it must be conceded that Church 
Federation or Confederacy is in many 
respects quite a different thing from 
the Church’s oneness illustrated by 
our Lord’s parable of 
vine, and 
the Apostle’s illnstration of the 'hu­ 
man body. Nevertheless since a Fed­ 
eration is proiKJsed as 
the 
nearest 
possible approach to the spiritual en­ 
joined Union, it is proper that we and 
all Christians everywheie should en­ 
quire carefully the cost and the gain 
implied in the Federation movement.

As to church government very 
slight concessions will be required of 
any of the federating denominations. 
Denominational liberties as respects 
forms of worship and methods of gov­ 
ernment and discipline ate to be pei- 
niitted very loose rein. 
The Federa­ 
tion proposes chiefly the reg\ilation Oi 
home and foreign mission work and a 
general watch-care over the interests 
of the federated systeniT* along the 
lines of political influence. 
The ex­ 
pectation is that the political powder 
of the Federation will have consider-

It is along doctrinal lines that i 
the .sacrificing in the ínteres' of Fed­ 
eration will be chieny demanded. 
Doctrinrdly Congregariimalisis and 
Presbyterians are one; hence we may 
consider their sacrifice-^ of doctrine 
in the interests of Federation as the 
same. 
They both accept the West­ 
minster Confession of Faith with its 
Calvlniotic foundation—mat God, be­ 
fore the foundation of the world, fore­ 
ordained whatsoever comes to pass; 
that he predestinated an elect, saintlv 
few to heavenly glory, and equally 
foreordained that the remainder of | 
thousands of millions 
of 
non-elecr 
should be maintained in e’mrnal life 
to all eternity, in order 
that 
they 
miglit suffer excruciating pains, both 
mental and physical, never-ending, 
rn 
a part of the supposed penalty of the 
“Original Sin” committed by our firsi: 
l)nrenis in Eden. 
Evidently there will be few people 
in these highly intelligent v'hristian 
bodies ready to insist, as our fore­ 
fathers did, that this element of faith 
is es.sential to salvation. 
Few of us 
would agree with Brother .Tohn Cal­ 
vin. the great architect of this creed, 
that fellow-Christians rejecting this 
doctrine 
should 
be 
burned at the 
.stake, a.s Crother Calvin deride in re­ 
spect to Brother Servetns, No, thank 
God! 
We have outgrown some of the 
narro’.vnoss which so terribly fettered 
some of our urethren during the dark 
ages. 
Few any loner believeg that there 
are “infants in hell not a span long,” 
because non-elect. 
Even where the 
doctrine of election is still ’dindly 
held, few have the temeritv to state 
their belief that any innocent infant 
w'as predestinated to everlasting tor-* 
ture. 
But Brother Calvin’s conten­ 
tion 
expressed 
in the Westminster 
Confession is that there are no inno­ 
cent infants—that the condeir nation 
of Original Sin was to eternal torture 
and that Adam’s children, “horn in 
sin 
and 
shapen 
in iniquity,” were 
therefore not innocent, hut giolty— 
born under the sentence of eiornal 
torment and .salvable from it only 
through membership in the Chuich of 
Christ. Indeed w’e may say that this 
theory wuis still older than Calvin, 
for did not St. Auustine fi.‘S" de­ 
clare the danger of infants to eternal 
torture and the necessity of their he. 
ing brought into the Church of Christ 
by baptism in order to escape eternal 
torture? And is not the force of this 
teaching still manifest amongst both 
Protestants and Catholics, 
as 
evi­ 
denced by their fear to have an infant 
die imhaptized—so that some, in ex­ 
treme cases, even practice “baptism 
in utero?” 
Doctrinally ^fethodism is indiiectl.v 
opposed to Galvanism in ever” sense 
of the w’ord. Possibly Methodists will 
have less to concede than Calvanists, 
because, although in Wesley’s dav the 
doctrine of Free Grace w*as com batted 
on every hand, it is now the tacit 
faith of the va.« t majority of Christen­ 
dom. The doctrine that God had pre­ 
meditated 
and 
irrevocably 
foreor­ 
dained the eternal torture of our race 
except a handful of the elect w*as too 
horrible a one to stand. So th» ' Meth­ 
odist doctrine of Divine I^vo for all 
and Free Grace 
as 
respects 
salva­ 
tion has appealed more and mere to 
the growing intelligence of mankind. 
Nevertheless we cannot do otherwise 
than concede that it will matter little 
to the thonsauds of millions wnlch all 
“orthodox” creeds consign to eternal 
torture 
w’hether 
they 
shall 
suffer 
eternal agonies as a result of divine 
lovelessness 
in 
foreordaining thefr 
sufferings or to divine inabilty to out- 
W'ork for their benefit the supposed 
advantages of Free Grace arranged 
for them by Divine Love. 
The More Excellent Way. 
Our suggestion is that now, *.n the 
lapping time of this Gospel Age with 
the oncoming Millennial Age, us the 
arc electric light casts the canlle of 
the 
past 
into the 
shadow, so the 
clearer light now shining from the 
pages of God’s W'ord casts into the 
shadow all the doctrines of the “dark 
ages,” relieving us of the h-rrible 
nightmare which once beclouded our 
hearts and lives and made us^^fearfiil 
of our Creator as an all-powerful, but 
merciless sovereign.
